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One arrested after 
shooting, manhunt 

At 8:37 Sunday night, March 30, the Clinton County Sheriff’s 
Department responded to 155 Martha Stockton Road after a shooting 
had been reported. 

Sheriff Rick Riddle said Deputy Josh Asberry was first on the 
scene. When Asberry arrived, he discovered that Danny Kennedy 
had been shot one time in the abdomen. 

Shortly afterward, EMS arrived on scene and Kennedy was 
transported to Clinton County Hospital and then transferred to the 
UK Medical Center in Lexington, KY. via helicopter. 

“He had a serious injury to the abdomen and the last I heard he 
was in surgery but he was stable,” Riddle told the Clinton County 
News Monday. 

After a couple of hours, the search for the suspect ended without

Cumberland cleared 
for full summer pool 

The level of water at Lake Cumberland - depending on the 
cooperation of Mother Nature and spring rains, should reach normal 
summer pool levels of 723 feet above sea level this summer. 

That announcement came last week from the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers that noted the U.S. Lish and Wildlife Service had finalized 
a Biological Opinion in regards to the endangered species of fish that 
had been discovered up strean in the Big South Lork. 

The level of Lake Cumberland has been drastically lowered since 
2007 while work at Wolf Creek Dam was completed to address leaks 
in the structure. 

A concrete wall construction to stop the leaks has been completed, 
and inspections revealed that the process had in fact successfully 
stopped the flow of water through and below the dam, and plans were

40 years since the darkest day in Clinton County history 

April 3, 1974 
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One of the areas where the April 3,1974 tornado left some of the most wide¬ 
spread and complete devastation was at the intersection of U.S. 127 and Ky. 
1590 in the Ida Community. Several homes and buildings were destroyed and 
debris scattered for hundreds of yards. Three members of one family were 
killed near where this photo was made. 



Above, only debris and appliances remained where the Roger Daniel home 
stood in the Ida Community when the April 3, 1974 tornado struck. 

Below, the debris field was spread for several hundred yards near the Green 
Grove home where William Bradley Ooten was killed.

Clinton County is seldom thrust into the 
national spotlight - one of the reasons that 
many of its 10,000 or so residents choose to 
live here - but that wasn’t the case on April 
3, 1974, this date 40 years ago today, when 
it joined communities across a 13-state area 
that were stricken by one of 148 tornadoes 
that touched down during a 24 hour period. 

Later termed a “Super Outbreak” by the 
National Weather Service, that day proved to 
be the worst single outbreak of tornadoes ever 
and remained the worst ever until an outbreak 
in April, 2011, surpassed it. 

In the 40 years that have come and gone 
since that “black Wednesday” for Clinton 
County and much of the rest of this region of 
the country, many of the residents who were 
alive to witness the event or were involved 
in the cleanup following the outbreak, have 
died. 

In their place has grown an entire new gen¬ 
eration of residents who only have stories that 
were passed down from their elders about the

‘It was just another day’ 

Editor remembers first 
newspaper assignment

In my tenure of well over three decades 
now with the Clinton County News, I’ve cov¬ 
ered countless events that have shaped the 
lives of this area’s residents, but the one event 
that forever left an impression on me, was my 
first true involvement with the business of re¬ 
porting the news. 

It was just another day for a young, teen- 
aged boy in his sophomore year of high 
school. At least it was supposed to be just an¬ 
other day. 

A member of the Clinton County High 
School golf team - a sport that then was 
played in the spring of the year rather than 
the fall as it is now, I had spent the hours after 
school as I normally did, either competing in 
a high school golf match, or, as had been the 
case that particular day,working on my game 
with practice at our home course, the 76 Lalls 
Country Club. 

I was on the back side of the golf course,

We all want to eat food that tastes good. One of the most common 
ways we tend to make food taste good is by adding salt. Unfortunately, 
most American diets are too high in sodium. Diets high in sodium 
can raise blood pressure, which can lead to many major health issues 
including heart disease. Herbs provide a great way for us to limit our 
sodium intake while still consuming flavorful foods. 

Herbs are also some of the easiest things to grow. The simplest 
way to start an herb garden is to buy plants and transfer them to a 
window box. Soon, farmers markets and garden centers will have 
plants on hand. You can also grow herbs from seed. Herbs need a lot 
of sun to grow, so make sure you plant them in an area that receives 
at least six hours of sunlight a day. Basil, sage, parsley, chives and 
rosemary will do well both indoors or outdoors as long as they have 
plenty of sun and protection from cold weather. 

You can begin harvesting herbs once the plant has enough leaves 
to maintain growth. In early morning right before the dew dries, clip 
undamaged leaves that have a nice aroma. You can harvest annual 
herbs like sweet basil, dill and oregano until frost. Chives, mint, 
parsley and rosemary will grow for more than one season if they 
are protected from harsh cold. However, you should stop harvesting 
perennial and biennial herbs in late August, as the plants will need 
time to prepare for the winter. 

Some herbs produce beautiful flowers, but if you plan to cook 
with herbs in your kitchen, harvest the leaves before the plant 
flowers. In addition, you can cut or pinch the flower buds back to 
prevent blooming. Once the plant flowers the leaves begin to lose 
their aromatic flavors. 

Once harvested, store fresh herbs in your refrigerator or preserve 
them by drying or freezing. To keep washed herbs fresh for up to 
one month in the refrigerator, store them in an airtight container and 
include a folded damp paper towel. 

By experimenting with different herb combinations, you can use 
less salt, experience unique flavors and still have delicious dishes. 
For best results, chop or mince herbs before cooking. Volatile oils 
are released when the leaves are bruised, which provides their unique 
flavors. 

Heat increases the rate at which herbs release their flavors. For 
dishes that require longer cooking times, add delicate-flavored and 
ground herbs at the end, so their flavor will not escape. Some herbs, 
such as bay leaves, require longer cooking times. Herbs placed in 
a cheesecloth bag allow the flavors to extract during cooking, and 
the herbs can be easily removed before serving the dish. Add herbs 
several hours in advance or overnight to uncooked foods, such as 
salad dressings or marinades. This will allow the herbs to blend with 
the other ingredients. 

Seasoning your dishes with herbs will allow you to serve 
delicious, nutritious meals to your family. For more information about 
growing and preparing herbs and other ways to provide nutritious 
family meals, contact the Clinton County office of the University of 
Kentucky Cooperative Extension Service.

to begin raising the lake level to 
the normal summer poll height of 
723 feet. 

During the wall construction, 
the lake level had been lowered 
to 680 feet, some 40 feet below 
normal summer pool. 

This winter, the discoverey 
of the endangered species - the 
duskytail darter - was announced, 
along with the announcement 
that a study would have to be 
completed as to the impact to 
the fish when the water level was 
raised back to normal summer 
pool levels. 

The lower levels, and the bad 
publicity that has followed it, 
was thought to have resulted in 
a negative impact on local and 
regional tourism trades. 

Tourism officials and 
marina owners and operators, 
are hoping that last week’s 
favorable announcement will 
result in higher water levels 
for the approaching summer 
tourism season, bringing with it a 
higher visitation rate to the Lake 
Cumberland region. 

The announcement by the 
USACE, was preceded by just 
minutes by a joint announcement 
from several Washington D.C. 
lawmakers who represent 
the area affected by the Lake 
Cumberland tourism business. 

Senate Republican Leader 
Mitch McConnell (R-KY), 
Senators Rand Paul (R-KY) and 
Lamar Alexander (R-TN) and 
Congressmen Hal Rogers (KY- 
05) and Ed Whitfield (KY-01) 
announced that Department of 
Interior Secretary Sally Jewell 
personally informed them that 
Lake Cumberland’s water level 
will be restored to 723 feet by 
mid-May. 

The members said, “Recently 
we met with Administration 
officials to request that the water 
levels of Lake Cumberland 
be restored to pre-2007 water 
levels in a timely manner, and 
we appreciate the Secretary 
of the Interior making an 
expedited, 45-day decision for 
their Biological Opinion, which 
prompted the Corps to sign 
the order today allowing water 
levels to be restored to 723 feet 
- levels adequate to support 


robust tourism in 2014. This 
announcement is great news for 
the thousands of people who 
rely on the lake for recreation 
and tourism, and to the local 
communities, businesses, and 
individuals whose livelihoods 
are being impacted because of 
the lower water levels.” 

According to the official 
announcement by the USACE, 
it was noted that working closely 
with the U.S. Army Corps of 
Engineers over the past few 
months, the U.S. Fish and 
Wildlife Service on Monday 
finalized the Biological Opinion 
that clears the way for the Corps 
to resume normal operations at 
Lake Cumberland immediately. 

With formal consultation 
complete, today Brig. Gen. 
Margaret Burcham, commanding 
general, Great Lakes and 
Ohio River Division, made 
the decision to allow Lake 
Cumberland to rise to a target 
elevation of723 feet this summer, 
which is the normal elevation at 
the beginning of the recreation 
season. The Corps and staff from 
the Service’s Kentucky Field 
Office implemented an expedited 
review and analysis process to 
complete the Biological Opinion 
in less than 45 days. The normal 
consultation process allows up 
to 135 days. The Biological 
Opinion is posted at http://www. 
fws.gov/southeast/. 

“As a result of the Biological 
Opinion and Brig. Gen. 
Burcham’s decision to increase 
the pool elevation, we will begin 
immediately to capture water 
in Lake Cumberland,” said Lt. 
Col. John Hudson, commander, 
Nashville District. “Reaching 
our target peak elevation of 723 
feet this year will be dependent 
on the amount and timing of 
rainfall.” 


Shooting 
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incident and Jonathan Blazing, 
of Albany, was arrested and 
charged with assault in the first 
degree.

Sheriff Riddle said they

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The completion of the 
Biological Opinion was the final 
piece of information required to 
make a decision about the Lake 
Cumberland pool level. The 
dam safety remedial measures 
had previously been reviewed by 
Corps dam safety professionals, 
who recommended returning the 
lake to normal operations for 
2014. 

The Corps discovered 
the duskytail darter, fisted 
as endangered under the 
Endangered Species Act, during 
a required biological survey 
associated with the dam safety 
project at Wolf Creek Dam. 
Duskytail darters were found 
at seven new locations in the 
headwaters portion of the Big 
South Fork embayment in Lake 
Cumberland in stream habitat 
that was exposed during the 
drawdown. 

“Collectively, these measures 
will help minimize impacts to the 
species and ensure the duskytail 
darter’s future survival in the Big 
South Fork,” said Lee Andrews, 
Field Office supervisor for the 
U.S. Fish and Wildlife Service 
in Kentucky. “We understand 
the recreational and economic 
importance of Lake Cumberland 
in southeast Kentucky and have 
worked closely with the Corps 
to expedite this review. This 
is another good example of 
how our implementation of the 
Endangered Species Act can 
balance economic and other 
human needs with the needs of 
our rarest species.” 

The Corps and the Service 
agreed to move forward with 
three primary conservation 
measures that were essential 
to the Service’s analysis of the 
project’s effects on the duskytail 
darter. The three conservation 
measures are: Capture and Hold

“We are trying to handle 
everything ourselves,” Riddle 
said. “We have our special 
response team and that’s what we 
do our training for.

- capturing duskytail darters 
and establishing a temporary, 
captive population of the species 
for future recovery efforts of the 
darter; Water Quafity/Habitat 
Improvement - the Corps 
will remediate two acid mine 
drainages on tributaries of the 
Big South Fork and also complete 
one sediment abatement/soi] 
stabilization project; and Interim 
Dam Adjustment - the Corps 
will modify operations at the 
Wolf Creek Dam to follow 
the Top Southeastern Power 
Administrative (SEPA) Curve 
during the Winter and Spring 
filling cycle with an overall goal 
of reaching elevation 723 around 
the middle of May. This interim 
operation will last for a minimum 
of three years, or longer, if the 
water quality improvements 
have not been completed. 

The darters will be maintained 
and propagated at Wolf Creek 
National Fish Hatchery in 
Russell County as part of the 
recovery effort and will, ovei 
time, be used in reintroduction oi 
population augmentation efforts. 
Any reintroduction effort wifi 
require additional coordination 
with participating agencies. 

The mission of the U.S. Fish 
and Wildlife Service is working 
with others to conserve, protect, 
and enhance fish, wildlife, 
plants, and their habitats foi 
the continuing benefit of the 
American people.

Snow days, 
‘P3s’ and 
budget goes 
to Conference 
Committee

After much debate, a 
compromise was reached 
regarding snow days and how 
school districts can make up 
missed time. The compromise 
plan contained in House Bill 
211 protects both students and 
taxpayers while giving districts 
flexibility. Under the new plan, 
June 6 will be the official last 
day of school, although districts 
may go beyond that date if they 
choose. 

Schools will submit a plan by 
May 1 to the Commissioner of 
Education detailing their efforts 
to make up missed days to reach 
the minimum 1,062 hours of 
instructional time for students. 
For districts that cannot reach 
the required 1,062 hours, the 
Commissioner may waive the 
time that remains. The bill also 


provides that a district may be 
open on Primary Election Day if 
no school in the district is used as 
a polling place. 

On Thursday, I presented 
House Bill 407 in the Senate. HB 
407 will give the Commonwealth 
a new tool in the toolbox to 
proceed with projects for both 
state and local governments, even 
in lean financial times. This tool 
is public-private partnerships, 
also known as “P3s.” Simply 
put, a public-private partnership 
is a contractual agreement 
between public and private 
entities to complete a project or 
provide a service used by the 
public. Involving the private 
sector can save tax dollars while 
providing specialized expertise 
and improving efficiency. All of 
Kentucky’s surrounding states 
already have P3 enabling laws in 
place. 

House Bill 407 is tailored to 
provide legislative oversight and 
transparency in the contracting 
process. The legislation is also 
focused on job creation, and the 
Senate amended the bill to ensure 
that potential contractors are 
required to outline their use of 
Kentucky-based employees and 
services.

concurred with these changes, 
which means the bill now goes 
to the Governor for signature. 
I’m proud to have played a role 
in passing what the Kentucky 
Chamber of Commerce has 
called “the greatest bill to 
advance this session to support 
job creation.” 

Also this week, the budget 
process took another step forward 
as the Senate passed its version of 
the new two-year budget for the 
Commonwealth. As expected, 
there are a variety of differences 
between the House and Senate 
budget proposals. Because of 
the differences in the proposals, 
conference committees are 
now reviewing the Executive, 
Judicial and Legislative budgets 
for the next two years, as well 
as the state’s road plan. There 
are many different opinions and 
philosophies on how to spend 
the money, raise revenue, and 
support the important public 
services for Kentucky. 

Senate members worked 
many late nights to create a more 
fiscally responsible budget than 
the House plan. The Senate’s 
proposal greatly reduced the 
proposed amount of borrowing 
and sought to use money more 
efficiently. It lowered the debt 
service ratio (the percent of 
current revenue we direct to 
paying debt) from 7.05 percent to 
6.26 percent. The Senate budget 
would also increase the budget 
reserve trust fund, or “rainy day 
fund” to $125 million. It further 
reduced the structural imbalance 
(the amount by which current 
spending is more than recurring 
revenue) from a proposed $231 
million to $153 million. 

The Senate budget also 
specifies that no money from 
the state’s General Fund can be 
used for the implementation of 
Obamacare through the health 
benefit exchange, and if the 
federal government changes 
the state’s obligation under 
Obamacare, we can opt out of 
both the health benefit exchange 
and the expansion of Medicaid. 

Although there were many 
good things about the Senate’s 
budget proposal, I cast a no vote 
on the measure due to concerns 
about the allocation of certain 
funds and language provisions in 
the budget. I hope these may be 
addressed in the final budget. 

Though we had differences, 
the House and Senate agreed 
on certain aspects. Both 
chambers agreed to fully 
fund the actuarially required 
contribution of the Kentucky 
Employees’ Retirement System 
and the Kentucky State Police 
Retirement System. Both also 
agreed to include raises for State 
employees for 2015 and 2016. 
In one difference, the House 
budget mandated pay raises for 
teachers, but the Senate plan left 
those raises to the discretion of 
local districts based on concerns 
that many school districts would 
lack sufficient funds. 

The budget bill is a lengthy, 
all-encompassing document that 
is difficult to explain in a few 
paragraphs, but I encourage you 
to contact me about any specific 
points of interest or concern. As 
the conference committee on 
the budget continues meeting, I 
am hopeful a compromise will 
be reached to fund needed state 
services while maintaining fiscal 


responsibility.

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According to arrest reports 
from the Russell County Sher¬ 
iff’s Office, on Friday, March 21, 
around 10 p.m., officers arrested 
Rocky L. Weddle, age 43, and 
Renee M. Weddle, 43, of Russell 
Springs, on multiple charges. 

Rocky Weddle is charged 
with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine, third degree escape, 
fleeing or evading police on 
foot, possession of a firearm by 
a convicted felon, possession of 
drug paraphernalia, possession 
of marijuana and controlled sub¬ 
stance endangerment to a child. 

Renee M. Weddle is charged 
with manufacturing metham- 
phetamine and controlled sub¬ 
stance endangerment to a child. 
From the citation, the Weddle’s 
were sitting in the middle of the 
roadway just before entering 
Caney Fork in a gold, 1990 Vol¬ 
vo. The vehicle was out of gas. 

In plain view on the passen¬ 
ger’s side were several needles 
and a bottle of hydrogen perox¬ 
ide. Allegedly having been given 
permission to search the vehicle, 
officers found a .22 revolver, 
multiple precursors for metham- 
phetamine production as well as 
an active “one-step” meth bottle 
lab. 

While in custody in the of¬ 
ficer’s vehicle, Rocky Weddle 
was able to get his handcuffs to 
his front, escaped the vehicle and 


jumped down a bluff, resulting in 
the officer’s pursuit of the sus¬ 
pect and subsequent capture. 

The two were being held in 
Russell County Detention Cen¬ 
ter. 

Another arrest occurred last 
Wednesday when Allen Blan¬ 
kenship, 44, was arrested by 
Deputy Bertram around 8 p.m. 
and charged with manufactur¬ 
ing methamphetamine. He was 
lodged in Russell County Deten¬ 
tion Center. 


Continuing to keep the issue 
on the forefront, residents near A 
& S Proteins attended last Thurs¬ 
day’s meeting of the Jamestown 
City Council to voice their con¬ 
cerns and have some questions 
answered. 

A & S Proteins, an animal ren¬ 
dering plant located near Russell 
Springs Elementary, has been 
under a lot of public scrutiny for 
displeasing smells and concerns 
over animal carcasses piled in 
the open that may lead to vermin 
and disease. 

Specifically, residents asked 
Jamestown Mayor Terry Lawless 
and City Council members what 
their roll is in controlling waste 
water that would come from the 
plant. 

Lawless began by saying first 
that the city is not a regulatory 
agency in the operations of the 
business and that Russell Springs 
is responsible for billing. 

“The only thing we’d do, we’d 
test their discharge to make sure 
that it didn’t contain any chemi¬ 
cals or stuff like that,” Lawless 
said. 

When asked if wastewater had 


been checked and if they were in 
compliance, Lawless said that 
they have gone to sample but that 
the manhole had been dry. 

“To our knowledge they’re 
not discharging anything as of 
yet,” Lawless said. “Now what 
they’re doing with it I don’t 
know, but there’s nothing that’s 
coming into the sewer system 
that would eventually get down 
there, to my knowledge.” 

The plant has been operating 
for a few months, and Lawless 
said he had no way to answer a 
question of what they may be do¬ 
ing with discharge. He indicated 
that the “wet well” had been 
checked twice and both times it 
was dry which could seem to in¬ 
dicate they had no discharge. 

“The only thing we could 
do is check the pump station to 
get a sample. If they’re not dis¬ 
charging anything I can’t tell you 
where it’s going to,” Lawless 
said. 

Continued questions led to 
whether the wastewater could 
possibly end up in the case of a 
malfunction of a pump station 
within the nearby elementary 
school, a resident relayed that 
she had personally had waste- 
water from another business run 
into her business after a pump 
station failure. 

“There are 750 students in 
that school plus numerous teach¬ 
ers and volunteers,” the resident 
said. “So it’s a concern for us. 

Lawless said that in the 
case of a pump station becom¬ 
ing clogged that the effluence 
would be discharged through an 
overflow, which may end up on 
school grounds. 

When questioned about con¬ 
stitutional rights, City Attorney 
Kevin Shearer said he has been 
in close and consistent contact 
with the Kentucky Department 
of Agriculture, the regulatory 
authority charged with proper li¬ 
censing to this type business. 

“Of course they stated they’re 
going to shut this down, and 
my question has always been 
‘when’? and ‘how?” and ‘what 
can I do to assist that? My roll,” 
Shearer said. 

Attendees continued to raise 


concerns, such as effect on tour¬ 
ism for the county, why residents 
weren’t informed before the 
business started, claims that well 
water has been contaminated and 
other concerns throughout the 
meeting, in a respectful and pas¬ 
sionate way. 

“If it were me, and I may be 
opening my mouth too much,” 
Lawless said, “but I’d probably 
be at the door of the health of¬ 
fice every morning telling them 
I can’t sleep at night.” 


At a special call meeting a 
week ago Monday of the Russell 
County Board of Education the 
board voted to accept the win¬ 
ning bid of $137,500 provided at 
a Saturday, March 22 auction for 
the physical building that until 
last year was Union Chapel El¬ 
ementary. 

In a vote of four to one, with 
Board Member Gerald Murray 
voting no, the sale went through 
to Mark and Wanda VonFumetti. 

Superintendent Michael Ford 
later said that the Kentucky 
Department of Education had 
quickly given final approval to 
the sale. 

After the meeting Ford ex¬ 
pressed excitement at the price 
the school brought. 

“We’re very pleased, because 
schools often times won’t gener¬ 
ate that. Metcalfe County, Adair 
County sold some and you don’t 
get that price like that,” Ford 
said. 

Ford said he’s also excited 
about plans for the revenue gen¬ 
erated from the school’s sale. 

“We’ve got $100,000 in state 
technology offers of assistance 
that’s kind of been piling up,” 
Ford said. “Because you can’t 
pull that money out unless you 
match it dollar for dollar. “We’ve 
not had a lot of local dollars to 
match it, so we’ve accumulated 
$100,000 in escrow.” 

“This is not recurring revenue 
that we’re going to be getting so 
I want to take this money, match 
it...and we’ll have over a quarter 
of a million and then we’ll allo¬ 
cate it to all the schools for their 
technology plan. So every stu¬ 
dent in Russell County Schools 
will benefit from this money.” 

Ford made clear this is what 
he would like to do with the 
funds and plans to offer the idea 
at the next meeting of the board 
of education. 

Only one other item was on 
the agenda of the special call 
meeting. 

Board Attorney Jeff Hoover 
reported that he had several 
things to report in regards to his 
investigation into options the 
board had in dealing with A & 
S Protein, the animal rendering 
company located near Russell 
Springs Elementary. 

Hoover had been granted au¬ 
thorization to look into the mat¬ 
ter at the previous board meeting. 

The board went into execu¬ 
tive session to discuss the matter, 
with Hoover claiming client at¬ 
torney privilege in recommend¬ 
ing the executive session. 

Upon returning to regular ses¬ 
sion the board voted to authorize 
Hoover to pursue whatever legal 
action he deemed necessary and 
appropriate “In regards to envi¬ 
ronmental issues in and around 
Russell Springs Elementary 
School,” Ford read. 

“I just want to make sure the 
public knows,” said Board Chair 
Julie Beckmann, “that we are go¬ 
ing to have Mr. Hoover take ac¬ 
tion. So what we’ve done is in¬ 
struct Mr. Hoover to take action 
on behalf of the board.” 

The details of possible litiga¬ 
tion were not openly discussed, 
nor were future reporting on liti¬ 
gating action scheduled. 



William “Bill” Cheshire had 
his day in court two weeks ago 
and his only opportunity to con¬ 
vince a jury of his innocence. In¬ 
dicted on the June 4, 2013 death 
of local businessman Ronnie 
Hiser, Cheshire maintained that 
he was acting in self-defense. 
The jury did not agree. 

The jury was out over three 
hours before returning a verdict 
of first degree manslaughter and 
tampering with physical evi¬ 
dence. 

Judge Phil Patton explained 
to them what their options were 
for these charges and the jury 


was sent back to deliberate on 
the punishment. They returned 
in less than an hour and recom¬ 
mended 15 years on the man¬ 
slaughter charge and three years 
for tampering, to be served con¬ 
secutively. 

By law, Cheshire will have to 
serve 85 percent of the 15-year 
sentence and 20 percent of the 
three-year sentence. Final sen¬ 
tencing is scheduled for April 22. 



The office of Dr. Clella Hayes, 
N. Main St., Tompkinsville, 
was a different kind of busy a 
week ago Wednesday afternoon, 
March 17, after they began to see 
patients again. 

Patients were turned away 
earlier that morning when law 
enforcement officials refused 
any entrance. 

According to KSP Public 
Affairs Officer Paul Blanton 
Frankfort, detectives from the 
Kentucky Sate Police Drug En¬ 
forcement/Special Investigations 
-West Branch, Kentucky State 
Police Drug Task Force, the Fed¬ 
eral Bureau of Investigations and 
Tompkinsville Police Depart¬ 
ment executed a search warrant 
at the office. 

No further information was 
available at press time. 



An Allons mother of a 
13-year-old boy is charged with a 
felony after lying to police about 
the whereabouts of her son in the 
midst of a coordinated, massive 
search effort for the boy. 

At approximately 8:47 p.m. 
Wednesday, March 19, accord¬ 
ing to an affidavit from Livings¬ 
ton Police Chief Greg Etheredge, 
Barry Skaggs, the father of a 
13-year-old notified the Livings¬ 
ton Police Department that his 
son had gone missing from the 
Skaggs’ home on Rickman Road 
in Livingston. The boy report¬ 
edly went missing around 4 p.m. 
and was last seen on his bicycle. 
After searching the area with no 
luck, the family then contacted 
police for help. 

Etheredge said he was made 
aware that the mother of the 
missing boy had a restraining or¬ 
der issued against her. The order 
directed that Chasity K. Cope, 
35, of Allons, was not to have 
contact with her son until a court 
of law ruled on visitation. 

Etheredge then directed a 
search operation for the boy, re¬ 
ceiving help from Livingston 
Police officers, Overton County 
Sheriff’s Department, Over- 
ton County Rescue Squad, the 
Tennessee Bureau of Investiga¬ 
tion (TBI), Emergency 911, the 
school board and a former teach¬ 
er of the boy. 

“We put a lot of people in the 
field very quickly,” Etheredge 
said.” So many people helped, 
and the cooperation effort was 
very impressive. Everyone really 
worked together as a team. I re¬ 
ally have to give hats off to Allan 
and Rhonda Roberts of the Res¬ 
cue Squad and Rocky Dial with 
the Livingston Fire Department.” 

He said Dial worked with the 
Rescue Squad to conduct a mas¬ 
sive grid search. In addition to 
raising the efforts of those orga¬ 
nizations, he also said the Over- 
ton County Sheriff’s Depart¬ 
ment, Agent Steve Huntley with 
the TBI, Livingston Police De¬ 
tectives Jacob Boswell, Sgt. Ray 
Smith, Emergency 911, as well 
as teachers and school officials 
were instrumental in the search, 
with leads in the case being gen¬ 
erated quickly. 

Etheredge said following a 
lead, Smith located the where¬ 
abouts of the boy’s mother, 
Cope, and brought her in for 
questioning. 

“For about an hour, Chasity 
lied as to the whereabouts of her 
son, even after being told of the 
search in progress,” Eheredge 
said. 

He said she told him that she 
did not know where the boy was 
and had not seen him but later 


admitted that her intent was to 
hide her son—knowing that the 
court had directed her not to have 
contact with him. 

After the mother gave truthful 
information, according to Ether¬ 
edge, around 12:15 a.m., March 
20, the boy was safely located 
and in the presence of police. 

After lying to police about 
her son’s whereabouts, Cope was 
charged with a false offense re¬ 
port, which is a class D felony. 
She was taken to Overton Coun¬ 
ty Justice Center and issued a 
$5,000 bond. 

Officials said Cope could still 
face additional charges in the 
case. 

Etheredge expressed appre¬ 
ciation to everyone who helped 
in the case. 



Twenty-eight people applied 
for the Wayne County Superin¬ 
tendent’s position, and the sev¬ 
en-member screening committee 
will review 23 of them as they 
work the next couple of weeks 
to come up with their five recom¬ 
mendations to the school board. 
The school board and the screen¬ 
ing committee met together on 
Tuesday, March 18, as the com¬ 
mittee began its portion of the 
work to replace retiring Superin¬ 
tendent John Dalton. 

Tim Eaton, a consultant with 
the Kentucky School Board As¬ 
sociation, briefed members of 
the committee regarding roles in 
the superintendent search. Com¬ 
mittee members include: board 
member Perry Elam, principal 
Derrick Harris, teachers Cynthia 
Woods and Danny Upchurch, 
parents James Sloan and Gabe 
Heatherly and classified staff 
member Dwight Dobbs. 

“You will select a leader that 
is a fit for the children of Wayne 
County....not for all the adults, 
but for the children of Wayne 
County,” Eaton said during the 
meeting. 

Committee members received 
a packet containing all 28 appli¬ 
cations that were submitted for 
the position. But Eaton told com¬ 
mittee members that the board 
had decided not to consider out- 
of-state applicants. He said that 
would narrow the field to 23 can¬ 
didates. 

Eaton provided a breakdown 
of the applicants by category: 
seven are superintendents; nine 
work in central office adminis¬ 
tration; eight are principals; two 
are from education organiza¬ 
tions and two are retired or other. 
Twenty-three of the applicants 
are men, and five are women, ac¬ 
cording to Eaton. 

Before the board adjourned 
their portion of the meeting, 
chairperson Patty Roberts gave 
the committee the criteria set by 
the board for the next superinten¬ 
dent. Roberts said they are look¬ 
ing for an outstanding education¬ 
al leader who is student centered 
and has a strong working knowl¬ 
edge of curriculum and instruc¬ 
tion. The successful candidate 
needs to continue the progress of 
high expectations in the school 
district and must possess honesty 
and integrity. 

Other qualities include admin¬ 
istration experience and effective 
people skills with an open door 
policy, Roberts noted. Over the 
next three weeks the screening 
committee will meet to review 
applications and do background 
and reference checks. The com¬ 
mittee and the school board will 
meet together once again during 
this process when the committee 
presents its recommendations. 
That meeting is tentatively set 
for April 15. 

That will give the board ap¬ 
proximately two weeks to inter¬ 
view candidates and select the 
new superintendent. The board 
has indicated that they would 
like to have a new superintendent 
in place by May 1. 

Dalton’s retirement is effec¬ 
tive May 31. 

The screening committee was 
set to meet this week, and anoth¬ 
er meeting has been tentatively 
set for April 8, according to in¬ 
formation released by the school 
district. 

Screening committee meet¬ 
ings are closed session and are 
not open to the press or the pub¬ 
lic.

And so it goes. 


You hear about Lake St. 
Clair, Mille Lacs, Lake Erie 
and the upper Mississippi River 
as waters that produce the best 
smallmouth fishing in the United 
States. 

As far as catching numbers 
of smallmouth with many of 
those larger than four pounds, 
you can’t argue with the senti¬ 
ment. However, to catch the 
largest specimens in the world, 
you need to fish in Kentucky and 
Tennessee. 

This statement isn’t regional 
boastful pride or being a homer, 
it is fact. The three largest small¬ 
mouth bass on the ESPN/Bass- 
master Top 25 Smallmouth Bass 
list came from one water body: 
Dale Hollow Lake, which strad¬ 
dles the Kentucky-Tennessee 
line in south-central Kentucky. 

The all-tackle world record 
came out of Dale Hollow, an 
11-pound, 15-ounce behemoth. 
Leitchfield’s David L. Hayes 
caught that fish by trolling points 
in the Kentucky section of the lake 
on the morning of July 9, 1955. 
Dale Hollow produced John Gor¬ 
man’s second place smallmouth, 
a 10-pound, 14-ounce fish caught 
in April 1969. Gorman fooled the 
smallmouth with a white doll fly 
fished in the Obey River arm of 
the lake. Paul Beal’s 10-pound, 
8-ounce third place smallmouth 
struck a smoke-colored grub in 
April 1986 from the Hendrick’s 
Creek arm of the lake. 

In all, six of the top 10 
smallmouth bass on the list came 
from Dale Hollow. 

“The upper Cumberland 
River system has great small¬ 
mouth bass genetics,” said John 
Williams, southeastern fisheries 
district biologist for the Ken¬ 
tucky Department of Fish and 
Wildlife Resources. “Since this 
general area produces the big¬ 
gest smallmouths on record, the 
genetics are excellent for produc¬ 
ing huge specimens.” 

Kentucky is blessed with 
three world-class smallmouth 
lakes: Laurel River Lake, Lake 
Cumberland and the upper sec¬ 


tion of Dale Hollow Lake that 
produced the world record. Wil¬ 
liams and his crew oversee the 
smallmouth bass management 
on Laurel River Lake and Lake 
Cumberland and assist with the 
Kentucky portion of Dale Hol¬ 
low Lake. 

The numbing cold of this 
past winter has fishing rhythms 
well behind most years. March is 
normally one of the best months 
of the year for trophies, but this 
year it will be April as water tem¬ 
peratures are just now breaking 
into the upper 40s on these lakes. 

In spring, smallmouth bass 
move from their winter hideouts 

- along steep points, bluffs or 
suspended above channel drops 

- toward their spawning grounds 
on gently sloping banks that run 
from shallow to medium-depth 
water. 

Long, extended points that 
run well out in the lake also make 
good spring areas in these lakes 
as do the shallow ends of small 
coves that run off the main lake 
or a major creek arm. 

Jerkbaits and swimbaits also 
fool smallmouths on sloping 
banks in spring. Anglers report 
catching smallmouth bass above 
four pounds recently on Dale 
Hollow using Tennessee shad- 
colored swimbaits and clown- 
colored jerkbaits fished on gen¬ 
tly-sloping pea gravel banks. 
Those banks with some grass on 
them are best. 

“If I wanted to catch a small¬ 
mouth bass six pounds or better, I 
would go to Laurel River Lake,” 
Williams said. “I hear regu¬ 
larly of smallmouths over seven 
pounds coming from the lake and 
it seems to improve every year.” 

Small, pearl-colored swim¬ 
baits rigged on !4-ounce lead- 
head jigs are deadly in spring on 
long, sloping points in Laurel. 
Blade baits ripped off the bottom 
and allowed to settle again also 
work well in these spots. Watch 
your line intently when the blade 
bait sinks to bottom again as 
smallmouth often pick it off as it 
settles. 


“Laurel is harder to fish and 
can be terribly frustrating and 
you’ll leave convinced there 
isn’t a smallmouth in it,” ex¬ 
plained Williams, who caught 
his personal best six-pound, 
three-ounce smallmouth from 
the lake two years ago. “Then, 
you catch a monster and you are 
motivated again.” 

The smallmouth population 
in Lake Cumberland is consis¬ 
tently good year after year. “The 
lake’s smallmouths are in great 
condition with many 20-inch 
and longer fish in the popula¬ 
tion,” Williams said. 

The sloping banks near Low 
Gap Island, in the middle and 
lower sections of Otter, Caney 
and Wolf creeks all have excel¬ 
lent trophy spring smallmouth 
potential. Swimming a small 
black and purple or olive hair 
jig just above bottom in these 
areas produces strikes right now. 
Slowly working deep-diving red 
or orange and brown crankbaits 
from shallow to deep on these 
banks works well. 

Crawling or swimming 
5/16-ounce finesse jigs in the 
Cumberland Craw color along 
the bottom in these areas also 
draws strikes as does deadstick- 
ing black finesse worms on 
l A -ounce Shakey heads. 

The rip-rap along the dam 
almost always holds spring 
smallmouths. 

“These lakes have the po¬ 
tential to produce world-class 
specimens in springtime,” Wil¬ 
liams said. “Now is the time to 
fish if you can.”

somewhere around the tee for 
Hole 5 when I noticed the storm 
clouds gathering in the distance 
and decided to head for the club¬ 
house. 

Although I was 16 already, 
I had only at the time earned a 
driver’s learner’s permit - still a 
couple of weeks away from that 
coveted driver’s license and the 
freedoms it would supposedly 
bring. 

That meant, of course, I was 
to wait at the clubhouse for one 
of my parents, usually my moth¬ 
er, to pick me up and on this day, 
when I made it to the clubhouse, 
I discovered that calling home to 
alert my parents that I was ready 
to be picked up, wouldn’t be pos¬ 
sible. I was the only person left 
at the course. 

The clubhouse was locked 
tight and no other people were in 
sight. Cellular telephones were 
still decades from being invent¬ 
ed and as I looked around and 
scanned the empty parking lot 
and approaching ominous clouds 
and strong winds, I decided to 
take refuge in the only available 
area I could see - a stairwell on 
the west side of the clubhouse 


that led to the basement. 

As long as I live, I will never 
forget the calm that moved into 
the area nor that strange rose col¬ 
or that filled the skies just min¬ 
utes before I hunkered down in 
that concrete stairwell, peeking 
over the wall to the northwest 
horizon, and watching the storm 
move across the area in what 
appeared to be just beyond the 
boundaries of the golf course. 

It was just minutes after that, 
and before the heavy rains moved 
into the area, Mom, Nell B. Gib¬ 
son, pulled into the parking lot 
and I made my way, with my 
clubs, to the car to tell her about 
the storm I had just witnessed. 

As we drove the five miles 
back to Albany and our home on 
Cross Street, she said there were 
reports of some strong storms be¬ 
ing possible, and I made note that 
I was pretty sure I had already 
watched a pretty strong event be¬ 
fore she arrived. 

It was just minutes after we 
arrived home that emergency 
vehicles began moving past our 
house, and reports of the damage 
that had occurred began coming 
in. 

I had been raised in the build¬ 
ing that still houses the Clinton 
County News, from a toddler 
through that current sophomore 
year of high school, and I had 
already picked up the hobby 
of photography and was often 
found in the darkroom process¬ 


ing film and photographs for use 
in the Clinton County News. 

As the sky turned dark that 
evening, Dad, A.B. Gibson, 
founder and then Editor of the 
newspaper, instructed me to grab 
my camera and we would go out 
to see just how serious the dam¬ 
age was. 

Armed with a practically new 
35mm Pentax Spotmatic camera, 
a Honeywell Pressmaster strobe 
flash and about a dozen rolls of 
film, I quickly jumped into the 
driver’s seat of our green Ford 
Econoline window van, and 
headed off toward 76 Falls, the 
area where he had heard the dam¬ 
age was the most devastating. 

As we made our way into the 
storm struck area, we soon dis¬ 
covered hordes of people, most 
of whom he knew, clearing the 
roads of downed trees, directing 
traffic and warning of dangerous 
surroundings ahead. 

Realizing that we weren’t at 
all equipped for any rescue work, 
and knowing that with the dark of 
night now preventing any mean¬ 
ingful photography success, Dad 
decided we would not only be in 
the way of the rescue efforts, but 
would likely have better luck in 
the daylight hours of taking pho¬ 
tographs and covering the dam¬ 
age that had been caused by the 
storm. 

It was the next morning that 
we began working our way 
through the areas hit the hard¬ 
est. Me with the camera and Dad 
with a notebook and ink pen, 
talking to people about what they 
had been through, the damage on 
their property, and where else in 
the area they had heard of more 
damage. 

At one point after tour¬ 
ing through the Green Grove 
and Burkesville Road areas of 
damage, we headed toward the 
Ida Community where several 
homes had been destroyed. 

The large home that had be¬ 
longed to Albany Attorney and 
former State Senator Jim Hicks 
was in shambles and one of his 
vehicles, that had been in the 
driveway, was now up on its side 
against what was left of part of 
the structure. 

As we scanned that area, it 
looked more like that of a circus 
atmosphere than a part of our 
normal home county. 

Parts of buildings and homes 
were scattered across the fields 
and fence rows were littered with 
clothing. Hay bales were tossed 
across fields like Cheerios and 
the barns that had housed them 
were gone - strewn across the 
countryside like a set of Lincoln 
Logs. 

It was in this location that I 
noticed several cars that had been 
tossed around like small Match¬ 
box toys, landing hundreds of 
feet away in a fence row. In an¬ 
other nearby field, an oil drilling 
derrick that had been in opera¬ 
tion the day before, along with 
the truck it was attached to, lay 
overturned. 

All the while, people searched 
through the rubble, hoping to 
find some of their possessions 
intact and salvageable, perhaps 
some clothing or a photo album 
or some other piece of memo¬ 
rabilia that had just a few hours 
earlier been up on the mantle in 
the family room that now no lon¬ 
ger existed. 

Other volunteers worked 
to clear the rubble away from 
homes, some were spotted on 
rooftops of homes that still were 
standing and, all the while, the 
traffic traveling in both direc¬ 
tions on U.S. 127 and the adjoin¬ 
ing Hwy. 1590 at the intersection 


near the Hicks home was practi¬ 
cally bumper to bumper with the 
curious from the area trying to 
see the damage for themselves. 

Next it was on to Seventy Six 
and another series of photos of 
vast and widespread damage. A 
view of what had been the Mount 
Union Christian Church showed 
the backside of the piano that 
had once been used in the ser¬ 
vices there - upside down and 
destroyed among the rubble. 

The park at Seventy Six Falls 
was destroyed and the trees, still 
leafless from the winter season, 
were down on the ground from 
the top of one hill, through the 
park and to the top of the next 
hillside to the east. 

That scan of the Seventy Six 
Falls area ended our first day of 
storm news gathering, and the 
plan was to do more of the same 
the following day - a Friday. 

It was at the office, as I pre¬ 
pared more film for the second 
day of looking at the damage 
that I got the news I somehow 
couldn’t believe. 

Dad was behind at work with 
all of the coverage that needed to 
be dealt with, and another em¬ 
ployee and his then right-hand 
man, Phillip Allen, was planning 
on taking a camera up in an air¬ 
plane to make some aerial pho¬ 
tographs. 

So, if I promised to be care¬ 
ful and not wreck the van, he 
was going to turn me loose on 
my own for the morning despite 
the fact that by driving around, I 
would be completely illegal on 
the road. 

I jumped at that chance and 
soon was headed off toward the 
Seventy Six Falls area to take a 
few more photos, then on to Pin- 
ey Woods. 

Piney Woods brought even 
more of the same. The damage 
was everywhere and again in this 
area of northeast Clinton County, 
it was vast and heartbreaking. 

Most of the weekend was 
spent in the darkroom, a process 
that was slow and methodical in 
the days of film, chemicals and 
photo paper, a process that took 
place under dimly glowing red 
safe lights and seemed to take 
forever. 

In the end, that week’s Clin¬ 
ton County News, in addition to 
the front page coverage, included 
a four-page special tornado cov¬ 
erage section with several of the 
photos I had made, as well as a 
few of the aerial shots Phillip Al¬ 
len had taken on that Friday. 

The front of that special sec¬ 
tion also contained the death no¬ 
tices and funeral information of 
those eight Clinton County resi¬ 
dents who had lost their lives that 
night when the tornadoes moved 
across our county. 

It didn’t end with that issue. 
The coverage lasted for weeks 
and weeks and months. More 
donations rolled into the county. 
Buildings were tom down. New 
construction would garner a few 
photographs. 

HUD mobile homes arrived 
and for several weeks, people 
would bring things into the 
NEWS office to show us and 
have their picture made. 

Documents from miles away 
that ended up in Clinton County. 
A piece of guy wire from a utility 
pole that had been impacted so 
hard it looked like a spider web. 
A piece of 2 x 4 lumber had been 
found that had been impaled with 
strands of straw from a hay bale. 

And, of course, elected of¬ 
ficials, local, state and national, 
would find a way to make a do¬ 
nation, pass a resolution or tour 
the area to view the reconstruc¬ 


tion and always they wanted 
their photo made and published 
in the newspaper. 

In this business, we refer to 
those photos as “grip and grin” 
shots. Someone holds a giant 
check and everyone smiles for 
the camera. 

Slowly but surely, the tornado 
related events became fewer and 
fewer and normalcy returned to 
our county. 

But for those of us who went 
through what is still considered 
to be the worst disaster to ever 
strike Clinton County, the mem¬ 
ories remain. 

For years, I would stop on that 
hillside on the Seventy Six Falls 
Road, get out, and snap a photo 
of that water trough still stuck 
high up in that tree. 

The last time I photographed 
it was May 20, 2011 when I was 
involved in a photo challenge 
with a group of photography 
buffs. 

It wasn’t the photo I chose 
for that month to enter, but on a 
later trip down the road when I 
noticed the limb had finally bro¬ 
ken and the trough was gone, I 
felt a little sad - sad that perhaps 
the last physical reminder of that 
awful day could no longer be 
viewed by the public. 

Youngsters who traveled 
down the road with parents and 
grandparents could no longer 
ask “how’d that get up there” 
and hear the recount of what had 
been - and still remains to be - 
the worst day in Clinton County 
history. 

Jim Huff, whose home sits 
just a few yards away from 
where the trough and tree stood 
for nearly four decades, told me 
this week that it finally made it’s 
way back to the ground one day 


last summer. 

“It was on a Sunday morning 
and me and the kids walked out 
to go to church and I looked and 
it was just laying there on the side 
of the road,” Huff said. “You 
wouldn’t believe how many cars 
would slow down or stop there 
on that hill and look up at that.” 

As we look back now, 40 years 
later, a few photographs that are 
reprinted this week should serve 
as a reminder to those who wit¬ 
nessed and lived through it, and 
as a history lesson for those who 
were too young - or not even 
born yet. 

Since that time, after finish¬ 
ing high school and some time 
at college, sitting at this desk and 
thinking back at the events I’ve 
covered for our readers - fires, 
murders, meetings, ballgames, 
elections and even a fire that de¬ 
stroyed our courthouse -1 always 
go back to that stretch of 1974 
and working on the coverage of 
the tornado story when I’m asked 
what my most memorable event 
to report was. 

It started out as just another 
day on the golf course for a teen¬ 
age boy in Clinton County. 

It ended up being the most 
memorable event I’ve worked 
on in a lifetime of newspaper ar¬ 
ticles. 

It was amazing to watch Clin¬ 
ton County rebuild and to see 
how our people came together 
to do whatever was necessary 
to help their neighbors. Both 
on that very April 3, 1974 night, 
and in the days, weeks, months 
and years that followed in the re¬ 
bounding process. 

That very first event I worked 
on remains the one that is the 
most memorable in my career. 

Still, I hope I never have to 
cover something like that again.

Albany Fire Department portrait 


fundraiser underway 


With instant access to technol¬ 
ogy and a staggering economy, 
many unscrupulous people are 
always looking for ways to make 
money at the expense of others, 
usually in an illegal way called 
“scamming,” “identify theft” and 
other methods. 

There are, however, some 
legitimate fundraisers always 
going on to benefit groups, or¬ 
ganizations and eventually the 
community at large. One such 
worthwhile fundraiser now tak¬ 
ing place in Albany and Clinton 
County is the 12th annual Albany 
Fire Department’s portrait fund- 
draiser. 

The event has been ongoing 
for about two weeks now but 
will continue for two or three 
more weeks in an attempt to raise 
money to help purchase needed 
items for the fire department. 

This year, according to Fire 
Chief Robert Roeper, the pro¬ 
ceeds will be used a little dif¬ 
ferently, but for the same worth¬ 
while cause. Money raised from 


the 2014 campaign will go to¬ 
ward purchasing training equip¬ 
ment for the new Albany Fire 
Station, funds not covered under 
the grant for the building con¬ 
struction. 

Master Artists Studios of 
Burkesville is again the compa¬ 
ny doing the portrait fundraiser 
for the department and it is their 
representatives who are going 
door-to-door offering residents 
the chance to donate to the fire 
department and receive one free 
portrait, with the chance to pur¬ 
chase packages but at no obliga¬ 
tions. The cost of the portrait is a 
$20 donation to the fire depart¬ 
ment. 

Roeper noted that since the 
some 24 volunteer firemen in the 
department all have jobs and are 
busy, the portrait company uses 
their own representatives to do 
the door-to-door footwork. But, 
to prove the fundraiser is authen¬ 
tic, citizens are presented a letter 
signed by the fire chief, as well 
as his phone number on the letter 


for people to confirm the legiti¬ 
macy of the donation. 

Those citizens who make a 
donation and want to have pho¬ 
tos taken will be notified by the 
company and given a time and 
date for the pictures to be taken. 
Those will be taken, probably on 
a weekend, at the fire station. 

Roeper noted that it takes 
about $7,000 each to cover the 
cost per firefighter, considering 
turn-out gear, protective gear, 
etc. 

Last year, some equipment 
was purchased with the just over 
$3,200 that was raised. 

The fire chief said he and 
the department appreciated ev¬ 
eryone who helped out with the 
project and also said he was ex¬ 
cited about the new lire station 
being built. 

Construction of the new larg¬ 
er and upgraded facility is ex¬ 
pected to begin next month with 
completion by early this fall.

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events that Clinton County suf¬ 
fered on that late afternoon in 
1974. 

Time has also erased most of 
the evidence of the storms that 
swept across Clinton County 
from the west to the east. Fall¬ 
en trees have rotted away and 
downed structures have been re¬ 
moved, rebuilt or abandoned. 

One of the most lasting re¬ 
minders of the tornado strike 
here was a large, medal livestock 
trough that had been blown high 
into a tree on the Seventy Six 
Falls Road near the Mount Union 
Christian Church. 

That trough remained stuck 
in the tree for 39 years, falling 
to the ground only last summer 
when the branch holding it fi¬ 
nally gave way from the decades 
of struggling to grow around the 
foreign object. 

Rescue efforts began almost 
immediately after the tornado 
had passed through, and contin¬ 
ued throughout that Wednesday 
night and throughout the day 
Thursday, with emergency work¬ 
ers, law enforcement, rescue 
squad members and volunteers 
from not only this county, but 
other nearby counties as well, 
combing through destroyed 
homes and buildings looking 
for survivors - those injured and 
those just trapped and unable to 
free themselves. 

The level of outpouring of 
those who immediately went 


out into the darkness to assist in 
the rescue efforts was described 
in the next issue of the Clinton 
County News that followed the 
1974 storm: 

“Hundreds of volunteers, 
including rescue squads from 
several counties, the Red Cross, 
Civil Defense, RECC work¬ 
ers, telephone line repairmen, 
National Guard, county and 
state (law enforcement) officers, 
ambulances, welfare workers, 
workers from garages, bulldoz¬ 
ers, tractors, trucks, chainsaws, 
in fact people from every walk 
of life, have been pushing for¬ 
ward since Wednesday night of 
last week with their efforts to 
help the victims of the lethal tor¬ 
nado which smashed through the 
county late Wednesday, April 3. ” 

The rescue searchers that 
night found plenty - a host of 
people who had been injured 
from the effects of the tornado. 

In the next issues of the Clin¬ 
ton County News following the 
1974 storm, it was reported that 
16 local residents were admitted 
to the Clinton County Hospital 
for treatment of injuries suffered 
in the tornado, while five more 
Clinton County residents were 
admitted to the Cumberland 
County Hospital and two from 
here were admitted to the 
Glasgow Hospital. 

In addition, some 14 local res¬ 
idents were treated and released 
at the Clinton County Hospi¬ 
tal while 16 more from here 
were treated and released at the 
Cumberland County Hospital. 

Those helping to search 
through damage also made a far 
more grim discovery as the res¬ 
cue efforts went on. 

Eight people from Clinton 


County had lost their lives in 
that deadly storm that moved 
through. 

One of the victims who was 
seriously injured, Lonnie Boils, 
lost part of both legs as a result 
of his injuries. Even more disas¬ 
trous was the fact that he also lost 
both of his parents and a brother, 
all victims of the tornado. 

Cletis B. Boils (42), Betty 
Faye Boils (36) and their 10 
year-old son, Michael Boils, 
were all killed that night when 
their home was destroyed in the 
Ida Community of central Clin¬ 
ton County. 

Another mother and son, 
Florence Hoover (66) and Jack 
Hoover (38) were killed in their 
Piney Woods home. 

Ellen Brown (63) died in the 
Upchurch Community near Sev¬ 
enty Six, Effie Wells (64) died 
at her home in Seventy Six, and 
William Bradley Ooten (87) was 
killed in his home in the Green 
Grove Community. 

It was reported that some of 
the bodies of the victims were 
discovered hundreds of feet from 
the locations of their homes. 

Another Albany native, Eula 
Lee Garrett (56), and her hus¬ 
band, Coy Garrett, died that same 
night when a tornado struck their 
home near Moodyville, Tennes¬ 
see. 

Although reports conflicted 
at the time, it has been officially 
listed that over 50 homes were 
destroyed or heavily damaged 
in Clinton County alone, with at 
least an equal number of barns 
and outbuildings being destroyed 
that night. 

The tornado, or likely at least 
two separate tornadoes that 
swept across Clinton County 
having later been classified as 
“twin tornadoes”, was classi¬ 
fied as an F4 level, producing 
winds that would have measured 
at least 207 miles per hour and 
reaching possible speeds of as 
much as 260 miles per hour. 

Broken utility poles and 
downed lines left much of Clin¬ 
ton County without electricity 
and telephone service for several 
days and in some of the hardest 
hit areas, those services weren’t 
restored for more than a week. 

Schools in Clinton County 
were dismissed on Thursday and 
Friday of that week by then Su¬ 
perintendent Robert Polston, and 
the Clinton County High School 
was utilized as a disaster head¬ 
quarters for victims of the storm 
who had been left with no where 
to live and with destroyed pos¬ 
sessions. 

The American Red Cross im¬ 
mediately came in and also used 
the Clinton County High School 
as it’s headquarters, with volun¬ 
teers staffing the facility on a 24 
hour basis, serving food and dis¬ 
tributing supplies. 

For several days, truckload 
after truckload of clothing, food, 
furniture and other donated items 
arrived at the school and were 
distributed to families in need. 
Many of the items were do¬ 
nated by fellow Clinton County 
residents who escaped injury 
and property damage that night, 
while a host of the donated items 
came in from other counties, near 
and far. 

Churches across the county 
immediately opened their doors 
offering safe refuge to victims 
while others served as rescue 
headquarters for workers in areas 
that were the hardest hit. 

Many local residents also 
opened their homes for family 
and neighbors who had been left 
homeless from the storm. 

The storm hit at about 5:40 
p.m. on that Wednesday, a day 
that the National Weather Ser¬ 
vice had warned had conditions 
that could spawn strong storm 
conditions and tornadoes across 
this region of the country. 

The tornado first sat down in 
Clinton County about eight miles 
west of Albany, in the Green 
Grove Community of south¬ 
west Clinton County, near Illwill 
Creek. 

From there it moved north¬ 
east, touching down and destroy¬ 
ing several homes and buildings 
near the Burkesville Road - then 


Ky. 90 - from there continuing 
to yet another touchdown near 
the intersection of U.S. 127 and 
Hwy. 1590, an area also known 
as Seven Mile Islands. 

Among the many structures 
that were destroyed there was the 
Old Ida School building. 

The storm path continued in a 
northeast direction, next touch¬ 
ing down in the Seventy Six 
Community, again destroying 
homes and buildings. 

One church, the Mount Union 
Christian Church, was complete¬ 
ly destroyed. Like most of the 
structures that were demolished, 
it has been rebuilt and continues 
to be active now. 

The area around the Seventy 
Six Falls park was heavily dam¬ 
aged and left covered with fallen 
trees and littered with debris 
from area homes. 

The bridge that leads across 
Seventy Six Creek was com¬ 
pletely destroyed by the storm. 

From there, the storm path 
moved across the landscape to¬ 
ward the northeast area of Clin¬ 
ton County, touching down again 
in the Piney Woods Community, 
where even more structures were 
demolished and residents were 
killed or injured. 

The system then moved out 
of Clinton County, heading into 


neighboring Wayne County, 
where it was reported that two 
people were killed. 

The width of the path of the 
storm that moved across Clinton 
County that night ranged from 
estimates of a few yards in some 
areas, while in other areas the 
path was noted to have been up 
to 800 yards wide. 

In all, a reported 300 people 
lost their lives in the 13 states 
with reported tornado touch¬ 
downs. 

President Richard Nixon in¬ 
cluded Clinton County in a list of 
13 Kentucky Counties that were 
declared national disaster areas, 
clearing the red tape for wide- 
range aid to the residents here, 
including emergency housing, 
food assistance and low interest 
loans available to storm victims. 

In the days that followed, the 
federal housing agency known 
as Housing and Urban Develop¬ 
ment (HUD), brought in several 
mobile homes that were loaned 
to those whose homes had been 
destroyed. 

Many lived in those mobile 
homes while new homes were 
being built or heavily damaged 
homes were being repaired. 
Some chose to remain in the mo¬ 
bile homes, eventually purchas¬ 
ing them from the agency. 

In the days, weeks, months 


and years that followed that 
deadly night in 1974, funeral 
services were held, victims were 
buried, injuries healed and Clin¬ 
ton County went through the re¬ 
building process that continued 
for several years in some cases. 

The scars that were left on our 
county’s landscape are all but 
gone now, overgrown, torn down, 
or rotted away and replaced with 
new life, new buildings, new 
homes and new growth. 

In all but a very few instances, 
there are no signs remaining of 
the destruction that our county 
suffered on that stormy spring 
night. Even the trough that re¬ 
mained stuck high in that tree 
mentioned early in this article, 
has given way to four decades. 

Still, there are plenty of emo¬ 
tional scars that remain. 

For those who were around 
during the storm and the after- 
math and recovery effort, it is an 
experience that will forever be 
etched in our minds. 

For those of you who have 
come since, it’s a part of Clinton 
County history that all should 
be aware of, and hopefully this 
40 year look back at the April 3, 
1974 disaster, will give just a lit¬ 
tle insight into one of the darkest 
events our county has ever suf¬ 
fered through.

Longtime “60 Minutes” journalist 
Mike Wallace dies at age 93 

April 7, 2012 

On this day in 2012, broadcast journalist Mike Wallace, a full-time correspondent for the pioneering 
TV newsmagazine “60 Minutes” from its debut in 1968 until 2006, dies at age 93 in New Canaan, Con¬ 
necticut. During his career, Wallace interviewed everyone from world leaders to Hollywood celebrities 
to scam artists, and was well-known for his hard-nosed style of questioning. 

Myron Leon Wallace was born on May 9,1918, in Brookline, Massachusetts. His parents were Rus¬ 
sian Jewish immigrants and his father worked as a wholesale grocer and insurance broker. After graduat¬ 
ing from the University of Michigan in 1939, Wallace was a radio news writer and announcer in Michi¬ 
gan and Chicago. He then enlisted in the Navy, serving as a communications officer during World War II. 

In the 1950s, Wallace worked on TV talk shows and game shows in New York City, and also ap¬ 
peared in commercials and acted on Broadway. He developed his style as a tenacious interrogator on the 
TV interview show “Night Beat,” which aired from 1956 to 1957. In 1962, the eldest of Wallace’s two 
sons died at age 19 in a hiking accident in Greece, a tragedy that inspired Wallace to focus his career on 
serious journalism. In 1963, he became a correspondent for CBS News, and went on to report about the 
Vietnam War, among other stories. 

“60 Minutes” premiered on CBS on September 24, 1968, and was co-hosted by Wallace and Harry 
Reasoner. The show, with its trademark opening sequence featuring a ticking stopwatch, became hugely 
popular and influential, spawning a slew of other newsmagazine programs, such as “20/20” and “Prime¬ 
time Live,” and ranking among the top 10 programs in the United States from 1977 to 2000. Wallace be¬ 
came known for investigative pieces in which he used ambush interviews and hidden cameras to uncover 
corruption and scams. He also conducted scores of memorable interviews with newsmakers ranging 
from Clint Hill, the former U.S. Secret Service agent who was in President John Kennedy’s motorcade 
when he was assassinated, to Iran’s Ayatollah Khomeini during the 1979 American hostage crisis. 


Mark Twain receives steamboat pilot’s license 

April 9, 1859 

On this day in 1859, a 23-year-old Missouri youth named Samuel Langhorne Clemens receives his 
steamboat pilot’s license. 

Clemens had signed on as a pilot’s apprentice in 1857 while on his way to Mississippi. He had been 
commissioned to write a series of comic travel letters for the Keokuk Daily Post, but after writing five, 
decided he’d rather be a pilot than a writer. He piloted his own boats for two years, until the Civil War 
halted steamboat traffic. During his time as a pilot, he picked up the term “Mark Twain,” a boatman’s call 
noting that the river was only two fathoms deep, the minimum depth for safe navigation. When Clemens 
returned to writing in 1861, working for the Virginia City Territorial Enterprise, he wrote a humorous 
travel letter signed by “Mark Twain” and continued to use the pseudonym for nearly 50 years. 

Clemens was born in Hannibal, Missouri, and was apprenticed to a printer at age 13. He later 
worked for his older brother, who established the Hannibal Journal. In 1864, he moved to San Francisco 
to work as a reporter. There he wrote the story that made him famous, The Celebrated Jumping Frog of 
Calaveras County. 

In 1866, he traveled to Hawaii as a correspondent for the Sacramento Union. Next, he traveled the 
world writing accounts for papers in California and New York, which he later published as the popular 
book The Innocents Abroad (1869). In 1870, Clemens married the daughter of a wealthy New York 
coal merchant and settled in Hartford, Connecticut, where he continued to write travel accounts and 
lecture. In 1875, his novel Tom Sawyer was published, followed by Life on the Mississippi (1883) and 
his masterpiece Huckleberry Finn (1885). Bad investments left Clemens bankrupt after the publication 
of Huckleberry Finn, but he won back his financial standing with his next three books. In 1903, he and 
his family moved to Italy, where his wife died. Her death left him sad and bitter, and his work, while still 
humorous, grew distinctly darker. He died in 1910.

This tobacco sold for a total gross price of $1,057,985.46 or an average of 52 cents per pound.

The New Era - September 20, 1912

The New Era was published by W. H. Nunn, editor and manager, every Friday in Albany for $1.00 
per year. A paragraph from the editor reads “The New Era will not carry unpaid subscriptions. If you are 
receiving the paper now and your subscription is unpaid, and you wish to continue to receive it, you had 
better pay for it. Paper, ink and supplies cost money and we must have cash to pay for them.”

affected by cancer. 

In past years, per capita, Clin¬ 
ton County has been a leading 
fundraiser each year in the Re¬ 
lay For Life program, but 2014 
may not be as fortunate as the 
numbers of volunteers and teams 
raising money for the cause has 
decreased from years past. 

Lisa Smith, communications 
coordinator for the local Re¬ 
lay For Life, said last week that 
the number of people attending 
meetings so far this year, as well 
as volunteers and team numbers, 
have been down. Thus far, only 
nine teams have formed to raise 
money this year, compared to 12 
or 13 this same time a year ago. 

“The event will go on, we just 
don’t know how it will compare 
to last year,” Smith said.

Smith also noted the commit¬ 
tee has had some problems get¬ 
ting sponsors this year but noted 
its still not too late for anyone, 
including businesses, individuals 
and organizations to get involved 
in Relay For Life prior to April 
25 and noted the next commit¬ 
tee meeting is scheduled for next 
Monday, April 7 at 5 p.m. at the 
Early Childhood Center. Anyone 
interested in helping out in this 
year’s fundraiser is encouraged 
to attend the meeting. 

Luminarias are also available 
to purchase in remembrance of 


loved ones and are $5 each. For 
more information or to purchase 
a luminaria, contact Kathleen 
Gregory. 

Smith theorized that some of 
the reasons of the shortage this 
year is the program has been run¬ 
ning for several years and some 
people may be getting a little 
weary and also that the current 
poor economy is keeping people 
from being able to sponsor funds 
as in the past. However, a large 
portion of the revenues raised 
from the annual event stays in 
the local area.
